fishermen 
win 


throng the Xahant shores during the 
summer months have hec-n gathering a 
harvest of small lish from 
the pools 


among tho rocks and along 
the Na- 


liant beaches, and these smaller 
fish 


have, been coming ashore in such largo 
quantities that it is feared 
mat 
the 


fishermen will not be able to care for 
them In the future, and that they may 
become a serious menace to health. 
I 


These fish constitute, in the great-1 


or part, numbers of small 
mackerel, 


hake, pollock and small herring. These 
larger 
lish, 
which prey 
upon 
the 


smaller species have been seen off the 
shore in large 
numbers 
within 
the 


past few weeks, and It Is even hint- 
ed that whales and other 
large sea 


monsters have also been 
seen along 


this coast. 
The smaller lish. 
driven 


from their regular feeding grounds by 
these larger species of the nnny tribe 
have been forced Into the 
shallower 


waters about the beaches 
and 
along 


the rocks of the shore. 


Within the past three days, every 


tide has 
seen 
fishermen 
wandering 


along the shores, carefully .'searching 
the pools which are 
left 
among 
the 


rocks by the receding tides, and they 
have reaped a. harvest of the smaller 
fish In this 
manner.

them have been taken from along Lit- 
tle Nahant shores, and at the upper 
part of short Br-ach near the.

The Damage Will Reach 
Thousands of Dollars 


liOSTOX, July IS.—Thieves were dis- 


covered in Ihe stale house yesterday. 


They got away, but subsequent in- 


vestigation revealr-d that looting has 
been going on in the big building for 
a long period. 


Thousands of dollars worth nt dam- 


age has been done io the bronze balus- 
trades and railings of the stairways 
and galleries. Not a single unit of the 
beautiful work lias been left intact. 


It is evident that vandals have been 


mutilating the artistic decorations of 
the structure for weeks past under the 
very eyes of the uniformed guardians. 


Two men were noticed acting sus- 


piciously yesterday 
morning on the 


stairways and in 
the 
corridors. A 


watchman noticed them and drew near 
to ask an explanation. As soon1 as they 
noticed him approaching them 
they 


etarteel to run. 


In their (light they dropped several 


bronze leaves stripped from the (lowers 
of the eielicate tracery of the balus- 
trades. From tho third floor, on which 
they were at first discovered, the van- 
dals raced down the broad steps of 
the grand staircase to the main floor, 
dodging through the crowds of people, 
and escaping by means of thojdoor In- 
to the park at the Bowdoin street bide 
of the state house. 


Sergeant-at-Arms 
Remington 
was 


notified, and a hurried Investigation 
of tho bronze, stair decorations 
was 


made. 


The result was most startling. 
It 


was found thai of hundreds of feet of 
the remarkable tracery in bronze that 
make up the railings and balustrades 
not a single unit of the design in any 
part of the building was intact. 


The bronze work is considered the 


very best in art, and was installed at 
an enormous cost. 
There are three 


flights of stairways. The design is a 
conventional (lower unit. Each unit ib 
about six feet long, wit htwo clusters 
of leaves and buds of bronze in each 
unit. 


These 
leaves 
ana 
buds, 'twining 


around the heavier base of the design, 
are very slender and are easily broken 
off. 
In eaL^i flower cluster there were 


originally eight leaves and clusters 01 
about three bronze buds. 
After the. 


depredations of the vandals, who have 
been stripping the bronze work piece 
by piece, there is not a single (lower 
cluster inlact.

wrole a 


number of very creditable tragedies 
and had them presented at a profit too, 
Other 
women, even 
George 
Eliot, 


wrote dramas In blank verse, and u 
few of them were fortunate enough to 
have them staged, but, as a rule, more 
to tho credit of their ger.ius than to 
their gain. 


Nowadays there are many success- 


ful woman playwrights, and their work 
Is notable for the crlnpneHS and orlBi. 
nality of the dialogue. The plots have 
a touch of sentiment and UK instinct 
with delicate and human sympathy 
The 
technique of tho 
accomplished 


male playwright may l,c more finished, 
but he fails oflener to touch the .sym- 
pathetic note that marks a play for a 
long run and the appreciation of the 
public. The woman who writes a good 
novel may or may not be able to 
dramatize It successfully. 
If slie isn't, 


she is more likely to prefer a woman 
specialist to collaborate with her i n i 


_.lts staging. 
Writers have discovered' 


that there Is more money In a suc- 
cessful play than in half a dozen nov- 
els, and when a book has won a place 
in public favor its author almost jn- 
variably tries to have It staged. 


In every manager's ofilce there Is a 


staff of readers, translators and adapt- 
ers, some of them women. From, their 
ranks many of the aspiring dramatists 
are recruited, but the most successful 
ones get their training on the stage.

FOR NON-SUPPORT.

plaints charging him with falling to 
provide proper support for his wife, 
Annie P., and his minor child, Walter, 
since the first of January. He pleaded 
,not guilty to both complaints. 


Mrs. Leslie testified that her hus-

The Damage Will Reach 
Thousands of Dollars 


BOSTON. July IS.—Thieves w,-rc dis- 


covered in (he slate house yesterday. 


They got away, but subsequent in- 


vestigation revealed that looting has 
been going on in the bis building for 
a long perloil. 


Thousands of dollars worth of dam- 


age has been done to the bronze balus- 
trades and railings of the stairways 
and galleries. N'ot a single unit of the. 
beautiful work has been left intact. 


K is cvraont that vandals have been 


mutilating the artistic decorations or 
the structure far weeks past under the 
very eyes of the uniformed guardians. 


Two men were noticed acting sus- 


piciously yesterday morning on the 
stairways and in 
the 
corridors. 
A 


watchman noticed them and drew near 
to ask an explanation. As soon as thay 
noticed him approaching them 
they 


started to run. 


Jn their'night they dropped several 


bronze leaves stripped from the flowers 
of the delicate tracery of the balus- 
trades. From the third floor, on which 
they were at first discovered, the van- 
dals raced down the broad steps of 
tho grain! staircase to the main floor, 
dodging through the crowds of people, 
aiid escaping by means of the door In- 
to the park at the Bowdoln street side 
of the slate house. 


Sergeant-at-Arms . Remington 
was 


notified, and a hurried investigation 
of the bronze stair decorations 
was 


made. 


The result was most startling. 
It 


was found that of hundreds of feet of 
the remarkable tracery in bronze that 
make up tho railings and balustjadea 
not a single unit of the design in any 
part of the building was intact. 


The bronze work is considered the 


very best In art, and was installed at 
an enormous cost. 
There aro three 


flights of stairways. The design is a 
conventional flower unit. Each unit Is 
about six feet long, wit htwo clusters 
of leaves and buds of bronze in each 
unit 
' 


These leaves 
and 
buds, twining 


around the heavier5 base of the design, 
are very slender and are easily broken 
off. 
In each flower cluster there were 


originally eight leaves and clusters of 
about three, bronze buds. 
After the 


depredations of the vandals, who have 
been stripping the bronze work piece 
by piece, there is not a single flower 
cluster inlact.
